NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—(UN)— 

Captain Wolfgang Von Gronau ani 
his three companions brought down 
their flying boat in New York har- 
bor off the Statue of Liberty today, 
completing a skillful if unpretentious 
flight across the north Atlantic from 
Germany. 

The blunt-nosed Dornier Wal, a 
veteran of the air, thus became the 
first transocean plane to land its 
passengers adjacent to Manhattan 
Island in the lanes where steamships 
reach journey’s end from the ports 
of the world. 

The German airmen, to whom the 
aerial voyage was a mere “training 
flight,’ and who set off without ad- 
vance notice a week ago from the 
Isle of Sylt in the North sea, raced 
at a 100-mile-an-hour clip from Hali- 
fax, N. S., in the last phase of their 
adventure. They left Halifax, N. S., 
9:45 a. m. and sped over the 600 
miles of land ard coastal waters to 
be sighted by harbor craft at 3:30 
p ew, ERS .

Dan Moody Starts _ 
Buy-a-Bale ‘Plea’ 


AUSTIN, Texas, Aug. 26.—(4)— 
Aid for farmers of the south, stricken 
by low prices and drouth, was pro- 
posed ‘by Governor Dan Moody today 
in ® “buy a bale of cotton” move- 
ment in which governors of all cotton 
states were asked to join. 

The governor wired each southern 
executive asking that they join in a 
nation-wide plea to the public to buy 
a bale of cotton at 15 cents a pound, 
‘several cents above the current mar- 
ket price. 

e governof estimated that it 
would be possible to take five million 
bales of cotton off the market and 
thus stabilize and increase the price, 
adding $375,000,000 to the pocket- 
books of soufhern farmers. 

The investment to individuals over 

the nation ‘would be approximately 
$75, the cost of one bale. ‘Taking 
the similar movement of 1914 as a 
criterion, Governor Moody declared 
that every person who bought a bale 
would be able to get his money back. 
The $75 wou!! be a loan with the 
bale of cotton as security, he ex- 
plained. 
_ The executive stressed two points 
in. his proposals: First, that the gov- 
ernors’ appeal be addressed, not only 
to the south, but to the whole nation; 
and second, that “distressed” cotton, 
not under contract by co-operatives, 
be purcbased.. 

He said he had consulted officials 
of the Texas Cotton Co-operative, op- 
erating under funds from the federal 
farm board, and they had expressed 
no objections to the movement. 

fter he has heard from other gov- 
ernors of the south, Governor Moody 
planned to issue a proclamation ad- 
dressed particularly to the people of 
Texas and generally to the nation. 


Other governors joining the movement 
probably would do likewise. 

While plans for the movement have 
not been formulated, it was suggested 
that sectional and state campaigns 
might be launched.

COTTON FOR PROFIT. 

The graphic report of the results 
in intensive cotton raising achieved 
by S. B. Byrom on his experimental 
farm near Byromville, published in 
The Constitution of Tuesday, should 
be of sharp interest to every intel- 
ligent cotton grower in the state. 
He was induced to set apart three 
areas—one of 100 acres and two 
of 25 acres each—and show what 
good seed, full fertilization and close 
culture would produce in cotton 
Staple on average Georgia land, 


The demonstration — carefully 
noted and reported—shows 150 
bales of good long staple cotton, or 
an average of a bale to the acre, at 
a cost of $31.28 per bale. 

But why specialize those results? 
Even better ones have been obtained 
in special instances, for in an earlier 
issue was an item reporting another 
farmer’s Success in raising two bales 
to the acre.

Georgia has been a successful cot- 
ton producing state for a century 
and a half and is more favorable for 
the better modes of the industry to- 
day than ever in the past. 

But cotton will be grown with 
sure profit, season after season, by 
those farmers only who are wise to 
yield to facts and to employ them 
in their practices. Ten thousand 
thousand times the cotton growers 
of the south have been advised by 
experts to plant improved seed, to 
fertilize richly with proper com- 
pounds, to cultivate closely and to 
gather more and better staple cot- 
ton from fewer acres, while living 
off their own farm foods.

CONSERVATIVE GEORGIA. 

The states of the south that are 
now in the eyes of the business 
world of America as commonwealths 
of enterprise, wise government and 
inviting opportunities aré North 
Carolina and Texas. 

In the census Texas holds her 
rank as the fifth state with a popu- 
lation increase of 1,158,044 since 
1920, and North Carolina becomes 
twelfth in rank, with an increase of 
611,164 over her 1920 population. 
Georgia was twelfth in 1920 and 
North Carolina was fourteenth; now 
they change places. Texas. in- 
creased 24.8 per cent, North Caro- 
lina 23.9 and Georgia one-fifth of 
i per cent, or less than any other 
state in the Union except Montana, 
which lost 2.3 per cent. Georgia 
escaped a loss by the very skin of 
her teeth. 

North Carolina gains one con- 
gressman and Texas three, while 
Georgia will lose two. The indus- 
trial east and the Pacific coast gain 
13 congressmen and the south and 
middle west lose that many. The 
cities gain congressional represen- 
tation and the country § districts 
lose. These phases of this year’s 
census are unusual and are puzzling 
the economic and political actuaries. 

What interests thoughtful Geor- 
gians is why in the scale of states 
North Carolina went up two notches 
and Georgia fell the same two 
notches? We have a larger area and 
had more people in 1920, with bet- 
ter agricultural and_ horticultural 
advantages and greater annual cot- 
ton crops. We have a bonded debt 
of less than $5,000,000, while the 
total bond obligations of North 
Carolina are $178,064,600. Dur- 
ing July that state paid $3,302,492 
interest on bonds and $2,098,000 
to retire bonds, and on August 15 
paid $112,500 more of interest and 
will pay $397,215 more on Octo- 
ber 1. 

Of course Georgia has not $107,- 
949,600 of highway construction 
bonds outstanding; nor $44,280,000 
of bonds out for permanent im- 
provements at the state’s charitable, 
correctional and educational insti- 
tutions; nor $16,585,000 public 
school building bonds; nor $2,000,- 
000 bonds for a World War Vet- 
erans’ loan fund.

The United Avigation Company of- 
fer of 64 per cent of the $1.25 per 
mile maximum was lew bid for the 
new air mail route from New York to

burgh, Columbus, Indianapolis, St. 
Louis and Kansas City. It was in 
competition with a 97 1-2 per cent 
joint bid of Western Air Express and 
Trans-Continental Ajr Transport. 

In committee hearings on the 
bill, DPostmaster-General

already in the air mail field, many of

“Of course, it’s bad,” he said, but 
we can’t blame our men. We cant 
ask them just to stand up and be 
shot at.” ; 

The administrator said that his rep- 
resentatives now are engaged in Aa 
therough investigation of the Colum- 
bus “(Ga.) slaying of Ray Rodgers, 
whisky suspect, by Agent W. kK. 
Johnston, Jr., and the wounding of 
two others in Meriwether county in 
which the same officer was involved. 

“We will file our report with the 
department of justice when the in- 
vestigation has been completed,” he 


said. 
In the Meriwether shooting affray 
between two suspects and prohibition 
agents who went to their residence to 
arrest them, Agent Hancock, of 
Barnesville, sustained a flesh wound 
from the fire of bullets. 
Explaining why the agents visited 
the Meriwether residence so early in 
the morning—it was around 1 o’clock. 
according to report—Mr. Tuttle said 
that the officers had around 20 war-

Formation of a company to manufac- 
ture face powder from an extensive 
deposit of Georgia and Alabama white 
clay, has ust been announced here. 

Fuller Wishart is president of the 
concern which operates under — the 
name of the International Products 
Company. Wade Moss, a vice presi- 
dent, is the discoverer of the clay and 
is responsible for the formation of 
the company to manufacture the 
product. 

Mr. Wishart has announced that a 
factory is to be built at Durand, Ga., 
a short distance from Columbus. The 
plant, officials said, would be com- 
pleted and in operation within the 
next month, 

The clay will be Thined near Warm 
Springs where 400 acres of land has 
either been purchased or leased and 
the removal of the clay will start as 
soon as the factory is in operation. 
Mining marinas? has already been 
ordered, Mr. Wishart said. 


New Idea. 


The project, officials said, will be 
a néw idea in face powder manufac- 
turing. Its possibilities, it is said, 
are unlimited. The white clay, Mr. 
Moss said, is about eight feet below 
the surface and runs in veins. It can 
be dug for several hundred feet be- 
neath the ground. 

Chemical tests, Mr. Moss said, have 
shown that a powder can be made 
from the deposit that will be vastly 
superior to any on the market at the 
present time. 

The powder, Mr. Moss said, will be 
beneficial to the skin and _ ite will 
not harm the most delicate skin, The 
powder, he said further, will hold the 
moisture of the skin and will not be- 
come: hard and cake, thus stopping up 
the pores. 

Several of the country's leadin 
pewaes manufacturers, Mr. Moss said, 

ad examined the powder and had 
placed orders, which he said had been 
received in sufficient volume to as- 
sure the full time operation of the 
new plant for an entire year. 

Mr. Moss said he made his first 
experiments in his own home. He 
said he used his wife’s kitchen -uten- 
sils to make the first powder from 
the new clay, standing over the range 
on Christmas day. When shown the 
product, which was necessarily crude, 
Mr. Moss said Mr. Wishart, now 
president of the-company, became en- 
thusiastic and the work of creating a 
manufacturing agency was started. 

400 Per Cent Profit. 

The officers of the company plan 
to manufacture only plain powder 
for several months after the plant 
opens, although they claim 37 tints 
can be made from the clay. Mr. Wis- 
hart said that the Ceresine Company 
would make a profit of about 400 
per cent on the manufactured product.

Paradoxical Life 
led by Gypsies 
Ot Philippines 


MANILA, Aug. 26.—()— The Ba- 
jaos, or sea gypsies, of the Sulu sea 
who live their lives in tiny canoes 
and have long evaded the influences 
of civilization, have succumbed at 
length to the use of flashlights, diving 
goggles and in some cases even alarm 
clocks. 


This paradox of modern and primi- 
tive life is related by Carl N. Tay- 
lor, former professor at the University 
of-the Philippines, who recently com- 
ome a tour among the little known 

ajaos, with whom he lived while 
studying the smuggling of opium and 
Chinese into the Philippines. 

“They are living in a state of de- 
velopment that presents many surpris- 
ing paradoxes,” said Mr. Taylor. 
“They are so primitive that they ap- 
parently haye no word meaning God 
or gods, and they seem to be devoid 
of folklore or mythology; they are 
born in tiny canoes hewn from the 
trunks of trees, and their entire lives 
are spent in these boats. They have 
no arts and crafts other than wood- 
carving and the weaving of fishnets, 
and yet they make daily use of such 
modern conveniences as matches, 
flashlights, diving goggles and in some 
cases alarm clocks,” 

Mr. Taylor said that he was as- 
sured by the old men of the Bajaos 
that they had no idea where they 
came from and he quoted them as say- 
ing: “We have never been told where 
we came from nor who made the 
world. And we have been too busy

One also feels sure that Mr. Nicholson did not mean 
exactly what he said, his protestations of frankness to 
the contrary. He probably meant that Macon civic lead- 
ers should establish certain athletic scholarships which 
are duly recognized in many associations as fitting and 
proper to help worthy students who happen to be able 
also to carry a mean football. 

The, S. I. A. A., of which Mercer is a member, no doubt 
would take prompt steps to thwart any such measures as eastern 
newspapers interpreted Mr. Nicholson’s oration to advocate. 
Mercer authorities also have too much poise to permit any 
such carryings on with their athletes. 


FOOTBALL TEAM VALUE OVERESTIMATED. 
Anyhow, the civic value of a winning football team is con- 
siderably overestimated. 
It cannot be said that the Yellow Jackets of Georgia 
Tech have put Atlanta on the map. Nor did the Bulldogs 
of Georgia put Athens on the map. 
Both these communities were in operation and fairly well 


known long before the Yellow Jackets or the Bulldogs began | 


hogging the headlines. 

South Bend owes most of its prosperity to certain 
well-known manufacturing industries rather than the 
Notre Dame football team. 

And New Haven remains just a sleepy little town in spite 
of the fact that Yale has been doing business there for years on 
end. 

WHO REMEMBERS DANVILLE? 

Once upon a time Danville, Ky., broke into the public 
prints as the home of the Centre College Colonels—yes, it was 
DANVILLE, in case you have forgotten the name. 

Danville citizens spent a great deal of money one 
way and another on their football team, but the records 
do not show that they hired any of the players. Instead 
they paid out huge sums to the railroads to follow them 
over the country and to give them presents of an ex- 
pensive nature and contribute to the fund to build a 
stadium. , 

Then the supply of football material gave out, or something, 
and the Colonels became just a member of the S. J. A. A. and 
a memory. Danville during that period did not increase in 
wealth and prosperity beyond normal expectation. They just 
had a great time while it lasted. 


OTHER WAYS TO HELP. 
The Macon boosters have not asked my advice, but that 
never halted me before when advice seemed needed. 
lf any loose change is in Macon aching to be spent, why 
not invest it in Mercer itself rather than in athletes who at best 
last only three years. Mercer will be there forever and always 
will be an asset.

Robinson, Los Angeles banker and 
close friend of the president, was

proven successful in several states 


during the Mississippi river flood re- | 


lief work. 

Under this system a farmer without 
‘sufficient security for a normal loan
